Soy Beans a Human Food. 


Soy bean flour may be used much 


the same way as corumcal. Although 
this crop has been grown In America 
for a quarter of a century, says the 
Farm and Home, it has been used 
only for a stock feed, while in China 
and Japan it has been used for hu- 
man food for many centuries. 


Practically the only use made of 


soy bean flour so far In this country Is 
In certain types of Illness where it is 
desirable to limit the amount of starch 
fed the patient. Flour made from ripe 
soy beans, although rich in protein and 
oil. contains little or uo starch. This, 
mixed with wheat flour, therefore in- 
creases the protein content and low- 
ers the starch content, while the bread 
is very similar in appearance to ordi- 
nary wheat bread. Whea more than 
23 per cent soy benn ilour is used the 
character of the bread or cakes is ma- 
teriallv altered.
